Council determines the suffici­ 
ency of the petitions, and if found 
satisfactory, an ordinance is pass­ 
ed to place the issue before voters 
The contract being attacked pro­ 
vides for installation of 60 boule­ 
vard lights in the downtown dis­ 
trict and changes In "lights' in other 
districts. 
Wood Pole*, Debt Cited 
Boosters of the referendum op­ 
posed the use of wood poles for the 
lights, the increase in the city’s 
light bills with an existing debt of 
$3,500, and the length of the con­ 
tract. They favor boulevard lights 
but w ant a better system and 
would like to purchase electricity 
on a m eter basis.

made by officials of the utility 
whether the referendum move will

A 
referendum 
against the residential and com­ 
mercial light contract is pending 
in court. 
The utility obtained an 
injunction preventing city officials 
from taking any steps to place the 
Issue before voters.

faced some danger. 
Hughes, he said, had visited Ger­ 
trude a number of times in the last 
few months, he added, however, 
that the boy had not been invited 
to a New Y ear’s eve party last 
Friday. 
Bennett’s fears were emphasized 
by entry of G-men into the case,

I IN USUAL interest attaches to Alfred P. 
Sloan’s gift of $10,000,000 to endow 
economic research. 
The General Motors 
chairman explains his action thus: 
“Having been connected with industry 
during my entire life, it seems eminently 
proper that I should turn back in part the 
proceeds of that activity, with the hope of 
promoting a better understanding of tile 
economic principles and national policies 
which have characterized American enter­ 
prise down through the years. 
lf there is any subject that needs study 
and clarification today more than anoth­ 
er, it is economics. 
In our big business 
fluctuations, price and money changes, 
labor relations, and so on, in recent years 
both academic economists and practical 
business economists have been pretty much 
at sea. It is said more and more that “the 
old economics don’t seem to work any 
more ” 
Nobody foresaw the biggest de­ 
pression in business history, and hardly 
anybody seems to understand what is 
happening to us now. 
People are losing faith in the economic 
scriptures of Adam Smith and John Stuart 
Mill, long regarded as inspired prophets. 
And what wonder? The former wrote his 
famous “ Wealth of Nations” in the year 
when the steam engine was invented, and 
never saw a steamship or locomotive. The 
latter never saw an electric light or 
dynamo or motor car. 
One preceded the 
industrial age and the other knew only 
its beginnings. 
Meanwhile vast changes 
have come in the lives and work of men, 
and in human society. 
Economics is not like a natural science, 
with exact laws, as some credulous stu­ 
dents used to believe. It is merely a study 
of the way human beings behave, in the 
mass, as they go about this glowingly 
complex business of getting a living. 
It 
cannot be understood without understand­ 
ing the social and governmental problems 
that belong with it. 
Th^ three studies— 
economics, sociology and government— are 
bound up together. 
lf Mr. Sloan’s foundation can throw 
light on this complicated business, he may 
do mankind immense service. 
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JUSTICE SUTHERLAND MAY QUIT 
W 
ASHINGTON— Justice George Suther­ 
land has intimated to close friends 
that he is seriously considering retiring 
from the Supreme Court in June, the end 
of the present temi­ 
lle has not definitely made up his mind 
as yet, and his decision will depend on the 
state of his health. 
The veteran jurist (he will be Th 
March 25) has been suffering from sto­ 
mach trouble, and as far back as 1932 
talked of resigning. But when Hoover was 
defeated he changed his mind. 
When the historic court fight broke 
and congressional friends suggested to 
Sutherland that it would be an opportune 
time for him to quit and thus cut the 
ground from under the President’s plan, he 
bristled and replied sharply that he would 
not leave while under fire. 
They had better luck with Justice Van 
Devanter who announced his retirement 
just as the Senate Judiciary committee 
convened to vote on Roosevelt’s bill.

PERFECT GIFT. 
A CHARITABLE group that collects and 
** distributes money and gifts to the 
“hundred neediest cases” in a certain com­ 
munity every winter, received a particular­ 
ly important contribution the other day.

GARNER’S PLAN 
Vice President Jack Garner has a 
secret plan up his sleeve to meet the Presi­ 
dent’s renewed demand for wage-hour 
legislation. 
Unlike most of his fellow-southerners, 
the canny Texan agrees with Etoosevelt 
that a bill must be passed. 
Garner con­ 
tends it is very dangerous politics for a 
Democratic Congress in an election year 
to give farmers a hand-up and labor the 
go-by. 
But in seeing eye-to-eye with his “ boss” 
on the general ideas of wage-hour legisla­ 
tion, Garner parts company with him on 
the kind of bill it should be. 
Roosevelt wants a measure along the 
line of that turned down by the House dur­ 
ing the special session; that is, one cover­ 
ing both minimum wages and maximum 
hours. Garner’s secret plan is to drop the 
hours feature entirely and confine the 
legislation only to wages. 
By this formula he proposes to meet 
the South’s demand for differentials on 
the ground that its cost of living is lower 
than in the North. 
Under Garner’s bill the minimum wage 
standard would be the same for both sec­ 
tions, but in the South, where unions are 
weak or non-existent, mills and plants 
could operate more hours a week than in 
the North. 
Th is would mean a consider­ 
able differential in the hourly wage and 
to this extent satisfy southern objections to 
the legislation. 
Garner has talked over his plan pri­ 
vately with some of the southern floor 
leaders and 
they have given it their 
blessing. 
Most of them opposed the President’s 
original measure, and the few who did go 
down the line for it did so only out of 
loyalty to him. 
If they now throw their 
weight behind Garner’s proposition and 
muster the support of the southern bloc, 
whose opposition killed the Administra­ 
tion’s bill, it is better than an even-money 
bet that they can put the compromise over 
—especially if “Cactus Jack” puts in his 
potent oar.

You hear 
on all sides that if you have smoked 
for a long time, a craving for to­ 
bacco has entered into your nerv­ 
ous system and you suffer all kinds 
of tortures for the first few days 
and nights of abstinence. 
This is not true at all. It Is all 
in the Imagination. Any person of 
the most moderate will power, can 
stop smoking right off and feel no 
effects whatever—except good ef­ 
fects. I know this, not only from 
my own experience, but from that 
of many others. 
Tile trouble is that the average 
person who swears off tobacco or 
who goes on the water wagon, usu­ 
ally wants to appear a hero; he 
craves sympathy and he gives out 
a lurid account of his tortures, cal­ 
culated to raise his character in 
the esteem of his listeners. He may 
do that, but he also scares off some 


timid ones who had just about 
made up their minds to do likewise. 
There is some value in this em­ 
phasis which the abstainer places 
upon his personal nobility. It helps 
to keep his resolution up. 
If he 
goes on talking about his suffer­ 
ing at great length, it makes him 
feel like quite a grand fellow in his 
own eyes, and that stiffens his will 
power. 
Just Stop—That’s AM 
Last New Year’s I published a 
method of breaking the tobacco 
habit by the use of the old drug 
long used by the ecletis. lobelia, 
but I added that a drug wasn’t 
necessary, that anyone with even 
the ghost of a remnant of will 
power could stop smoking without 
the use of any artificial help. The 
thing to do is just to stop smoking, 
s w e a r i n g offjl was astonished at the number of 
people who wrote me; I had no idea 
so many people wanted to stop, and 
it was surprising that no one had 
told them how easy it is. The ef­ 
fect of the drug is mostly mental: 
I have seen plenty of people think 
they were taking a drug when all 
they were taking was plain bicar­ 
bonate of soda. 
The same thing applies to the fel­ 
low who wants to go on the water 
wagon, but doesn’t dare to because 
he thinks the first few' days will be 
so terrible. They won’t at all. They 
will be very enjoyable because he 
will feel so proud of himself at be­ 
ing able to do it. 
Of course, he 
must really and sincerely make up 
his mind to stop, and if he has got­ 
ten into the bad habit of regular 
tippling at some particular hour of 
the day, he will have to brace his 
will power and remind himself that 
he is a man at that time, but again 
I say it’s all mental or, in other 
words, all in your head.

Mrs. Stevenson's 
subject 
was 
“Woman, the Buyer". 
The following statem ents 
are 
taken from her paper: "It is esti­ 
m ated 85 percent of the family 
income is spent by the housewife, 
who can rightfully be called the 
buyer. These purchasing agents 
are a controlling influence in the 
economic and social order. They 
influence standards of living and 
also influence production. On the 
one hand woman controls the com­ 
forts and attractiveness 
of 
the 
home, on the other, she builds the 
destiny of great industries." 
Mrs. Shopper m ust learn careful 
intelligent buying, not by the trial 
and error method, or from infor­ 
m ation passed down by her mo­ 
ther, for fashion and fabrics have 
changed, but from other available 
sources, from understanding la­ 
bels, standards and grades and by 
insisting on more standardization 
and honest advertising. Many wo­ 
men’s organizations are helping to 
see th at this is affected in ap­ 
propriate legislation. Study groups 
exist and pam phlets are 
issued 
dealing with the m ost frequently 
sold commodities." 
Mrs. Stevenson concluded with 
three suggestions: first, buy wise­ 
ly; second, join with the group ac­ 
tive in your interest, and third, 
when you have purchased inferior 
merchandise, take it haqk to the 
store from which obtained since 
it offers the reliable m erchant op­ 
portunity to prove th at he is in­ 
deed reliable. 
She quoted Roger Babson. "Buy 
wisely and well and you will buy 
happiness". 
Mrs. A. L. W ilder’s subject was 
"The New Woman Goes Home." 
She presented opinions and con­ 
victions of two women who had 
w ritten articles for a popular m ag­ 
azine 
on 
the 
"W oman 
in 
the 
Home" and the "W oman 
as 
Breadwinner". In the opinion 
of 
the form er it is an economic fallacy 
„ th at women chn be 
of 
greater 
* economic value to their families 
in business than while performing 
• household tasks. Records 
proved 
housework, if accomplished effi­ 
ciently, is equivalent to from $5 
to $20 a week. Appliances to les­ 
sen drudgery could be purchased, 
better food and clothing provided 
if the housewife fulfilled carefully 
her demands in the home. 
The opposite viewpoint present­ 
ed the fact th at modern appliances 
are difficult for the average home­ 
m aker to attain if she is not 
. wage earner. The m ajority of wo­ 
men do not work outside the home 
because they hate housework, but 
becasse it is an economic necessity. 
Most women working are single 
women or widows w ith no other 
m eans of support, or young wives 
who keep on with jobs in order 
to make m arriage possible. 
In closing 
this 
well-balanced 
m anuscript, Mrs. W ilder presented 
some of her own sentim ents: "It 
is in the 
home 
th a t 
happiness 
health and success 
have 
their 
roots. W hat occupation furnishes 
greater opportunity for broadening 
of intellect and a well rounded life 
than th at of hom em aking and mo­ 
therhood as it has been said that 
the tale of your breeding and birth 
is th a t which is shown by the light 
from your hearth." 
Mrs. Lawrence Johnson follow­ 
ed with a topic of general impor­ 
tance 
and 
instructiveness, 
and 
some outstanding views were ex­ 
pressed on the subject, 
"Budget 
Technique".

This, the rules com­ 
mittee felt, will enable the quar­ 
terback to employ his full reper­ 
toire of plays at all times. 
In making the other change the 
rules committee deemed that the 
development of both forward and 
lateral passes had made more lee­ 
way desirable.

D uring the period from Jan. 15, 
3936 to Dec. 31, 1937 surplus com­ 
modities distributed to Circleville 
and Pickaw ay county clients in­ 
cluded 263,443 pounds of food, 15,- 
912 articles of clothing and 7,893 
articles of household furnishings.

Foods were received from the com­ 
m odity warehouse in Columbus. 
450 Families Aided 
C anter reported the case load 
for Jan. I, at 450 families, the 
largest number since commodity 
distribution was started. He ex­ 
plained th at the gradual increase 
was due largely to persons eligible 
for commodities through pensions. 
Those receiving old age pensions, 
aid to dependent children, blind 
pensions and soldiers’ relief are 
eligible, in addition to families re­ 
ceiving county relief. When the 
commodity distribution was s ta rt­ 
ed on Jan. 15, 1936 the case load 
was 238 famlies. It increased to 
330 families by Jan. I, 1937. 
The report shows food distribut­ 
ed in 1936 amounted to about 124,- 
000 pounds or 62 tons. About 68 
tons were distributed in 1937. 
Food distributed during 1937 in­ 
cluded apples, celery, canned beef, 
canned milk, eggs, grapefruit and 
canned grapefruit juice,
